If your Radius display is connected to a Macintosh built-in 
video port (rather than to a Radius interface card), the installer 
will install additional Radius software to enable RadiusWare 
features for your display. In addition, depending on the type of 
Radius display system you have, the installer program will 
install other Radius software in your System Folder as it installs 
Radius Ware. 


Radius recommends the use of system software version 7.1 or 
greater. However, system software version 6.0.7 or greater 
will operate correctly. 


Installing RadiusWare

about updates, installation, tips, and other enhancements 
that may have been added after this manual was written.

Setting Up Monitors Control Panel

With a color display, it may be 
preferable to choose the Black & White setting for word 
processing or other text-based applications for increased 
speed. 


Choosing the Number of Colors or Shades of Gray 
Depending on the type of Radius display system you are using, 
the control panel may offer you several choices for selecting 
the number of colors or shades of gray. Refer to “Changing 
Bit Depth” in the Radius Control Panel — Page 2 section that 
appears later in this chapter.

The extensive screen area of a Radius display provides ample 
room to open and tear off several menus. 
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Because Tear-off Menus remain open and active, all the 
choices in a menu are available at a glance. This is useful for 
particularly long and commonly used menus like Fonts and 
Patterns. In addition, you can refer to an open Tear-off Menu 
to identify optional keyboard equivalents. 


Both parent menus and sub-menus can be torn away from the 
menu bar. However, sub-menus cannot be accessed from a 
parent menu that has been detached from the menu bar. 

When the switch is on, you will be able to tear menus off from 
most applications and from the Finder. 


If the Tear-off Menus switch is turned off while menus are 
open, they will all close instantly.

If any incompatibility with Tear-off Menus is suspected, click 
the Tear-off Menus switch to the Off position. The Tear-off 
Menu option takes effect immediately. You do not need to 
restart your Macintosh. 


When switching between applications, menus of the current 
application replace those of the former application. Menus of 
only one application will appear at a time. The Apple (@) 
menu must be torn off in each application. If you turn Tear- 
off Menus off from the Radius control panel, all Tear-off 
Menus in all open applications will be closed.

When menus are in a customized color, Tear-off Menus will 
also be in color.

Processes in progress will not be 
affected when the screen darkens; printing, telecommuni- 
cations, or program compilation will proceed uninterrupted.

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Chapter 3 


Dynamic Desktop Features 


his chapter describes the Dynamic Desktop features that 
are available with RadiusWare. The Dynamic Desktop 
activates a variety of features for Radius Pivot and 


PrecisionColor products. 


For the Radius Pivot family of display products, the 
Dynamic Desktop enables you to rotate the Pivot between 
the “portrait” (vertical) orientation, and the “landscape” 
(horizontal) orientation without having to restart your 
Macintosh. With the Dynamic Desktop, the screen image 
will be changed automatically when you rotate the Pivot. 
This allows you to work in the orientation best suited for 
each application. 


For the Radius PrecisionColor family of display products, 
the Dynamic Desktop enables you to change the current 
“resolution” (dpi, or dots-per-inch) of the display. For 
example, the Dynamic Desktop enables you to change 
from an “actual size” screen image to an enlarged (or 
reduced) view of the Macintosh desktop. 


Unlike other products that offer simple close-up 
“zooming” features, the Dynamic Desktop changes the 
entire Macintosh environment to reflect the various screen 
resolutions. This enables you to easily access all of the 
Macintosh icons and pull-down menus as you work. 


For the Radius PrecisionColor family of interface cards, 
the Dynamic Desktop enables you to use Radius (or other 
brands) of multi-frequency displays to change from an 
“actual size” screen image to an enlarged (or reduced) 
view of the Macintosh desktop. 


With the Dynamic Desktop, all of the features and capabilities 
described above can be changed “on the fly.” which means 
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that you don’t have to restart your Macintosh for the changes 
to take effect. 


Macintosh built-in video port, Soft Pivot must also be installed 
in the System Folder of your startup drive. Chapter 4 explains 
Soft Pivot in detail.

The Finder Cleanup feature of RadiusWare reorganizes 
windows and icons that appear in the Finder and/or any other 
application that is currently running on your Macintosh. 


For example, if you are using a Radius Pivot display and rotate 
it to a new position, the Finder Cleanup feature will relocate 
the icons on your desktop to the right side of your screen. 


Likewise, if you are using a Radius PrecisionColor display (or 
other multi-frequency display), the Finder Cleanup feature will 


relocate the icons if you change the resolution for the display. 


The “ON” position is the default setting for Finder Cleanup.

You can disable Finder Cleanup so that your desktop icons are 
not relocated each time you flip a Radius Pivot display, or 
change the resolution of a Radius PrecisionColor display. 


To disable Finder Cleanup,

This change takes effect immediately. If the Finder Cleanup 
switch is set to the “OFF” position when you change 
resolutions or re-orient your Pivot display, you may lose sight 
of desktop icons that were in either the lower portion of the 
screen or the right-hand side of the screen. To find them 
again, flip the Pivot display back to your original orientation, 
or, change the resolution of your PrecisionColor display to 
larger dimensions. 


Adjusting Display Resolutions 


The ability to adjust the display resolution is an important 
feature of the Radius Dynamic Desktop. If you are using a 
multi-frequency display (such as a Radius PrecisionColor/20 
Display or Color Pivot Display), the Dynamic Desktop enables 
you to change the display resolution without having to restart 
your Macintosh. 


There are two ways to adjust the resolution that is used by 
your display: 


m Use the convenient Radius pop-up Bit Depth/Resolution 
Changer. This enables you to change the display 
resolution at any time, from within any application by 
activating a simple pop-up menu. 


= Open the Monitors control panel, and access the Monitors 
Options dialog box. This also enables you to manually 
define the type of display connected to your Macintosh. 


These two methods are described in detail in the following 
section. 
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Using the Pop-Up Bit Depth/Resolution Changer 

The Radius pop-up Bit Depth/Resolution Changer enables you 
to change the display resolution at any time, from within any 
application by activating a simple pop-up menu. In addition to 
changing the display resolution, you can also use the Radius 
pop-up Bit Depth/Resolution Changer to change the number of 
colors and/or grays that appear on your display. 


To activate the Radius Bit Depth Changer, 


|. Hold down the Option and Control keys while pressing 
the mouse button. A “pop-up” menu appears at the mouse

You may wish to resize or reposition 
windows before you flip the display so that you retain access 
to the scroll bars and the size and zoom boxes. 


Working with Applications 


The Radius Dynamic Desktop affords a great deal of 
flexibility for defining display resolutions for Radius 
PrecisionColor displays. If you are using a Radius Pivot 
display, the Dynamic Desktop also controls how the screen 
appears after you rotate the display. 


Due to the complexity of modern Macintosh applications, the 
Dynamic Desktop feature of RadiusWare includes a number of 
features designed to ensure complete compatibility with 
current and future Macintosh applications. 


This section explains the Dynamic Desktop features that are 


application specific. In other words, the features that can be 
defined on an application-by-application basis. 
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Properly setting the features described in this section will 
ensure compatibility when you change the screen resolution of 
your PrecisionColor display, or change the orientation of your 
Radius Pivot. 


All of the features described in the following sections require 
that the Dynamic Desktop feature of RadiusWare is activated. 
If you have not activated the Dynamic Desktop feature, refer 
to Chapter 2: General RadiusWare Features.

Zooming Windows with the Dynamic 
Desktop 


Depending on the size of your window, you may lose access to 
its borders when you change display resolution or rotate a 
Pivot display. 


Radius Ware provides a shortcut to easily zoom your window 
to the new orientation of your Radius Pivot display. This 
shortcut also works if you change the resolution of other types 
of Radius PrecisionColor displays (or multi-frequency 
displays from another manufacturer). 


This is particularly useful with the Radius Pivot display: for 
example, if you launched an application in landscape 
orientation and then flipped to the portrait orientation, thereby 
losing immediate access to the window’s zoom and size boxes. 
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To quickly zoom your window, 


@ Hold down the Option key and click on the active 
window’s title bar. 


Applications that have not implemented (or, have overridden) 
the standard Window Zoom feature may not recognize this 
command. 
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Chapter 4 


Soft Pivot for Built-in Video 


his chapter describes Soft Pivot: software files that you 

need to use if your Radius Pivot, Color Pivot, or 

PrecisionColor Pivot is connected to a Macintosh built- 
in video port. 


Soft Pivot transforms a Macintosh built-in video port into a 
software-controlled Radius interface card, allowing Radius 
Pivot displays to operate in both portrait and landscape 
orientations. When used with Radius Pivot displays, Soft 
Pivot also activates the RadiusWare features described in the 
previous chapters of this manual. 


Files Required for Soft Pivot 
Two software files are required to activate and use Soft Pivot: 


= Soft Pivot Driver. This is a system file, and has no 
controls or other features. 


If you are using System 7.0 (or later), it must be installed in 
the Extensions folder within your System Folder. If you 
are using System 6.0.7, it must be installed in the System 
Folder of your startup drive. 


= Soft Pivot. This is a control panel file, and contains the 
controls that are used to define the operation of 
Radius Ware Soft Pivot. 


If you are using System 7.0 (or later), it must be installed in 
the Control Panels folder within your System Folder. If 
you are using System 6.0.7, it must be installed in the 
System Folder of your startup drive. 


Both of these files are automatically installed in their correct 
locations by the RadiusWare Installer. You only need to be 
aware of their locations if you make subsequent changes to 
your Macintosh system. 
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Important: If you are not using a Radius Pivot display 

YY connected to Macintosh built-in video, these files should not 
be installed. In this case, the Soft Pivot Driver and Soft Pivot 
files could cause a conflict with other RadiusWare files. 


Soft Pivot Control Panel 


The Soft Pivot control panel lets you define two settings that 
are important for the use of Soft Pivot: 


= Monitor Type. This setting is used to define the type of 
Radius Pivot display connected to the built-in video port 
of your Macintosh. 


= Number of colors/grays. This setting defines the 
maximum number of colors/grays that can be displayed.

Reduced Settings for Color Pivot 

If you have a Radius Color Pivot display connected to the 
built-in video port of your Macintosh, a special “Reduced” 
setting Is available in the list of monitor types. 


The Reduced setting is provided to increase the number of 
colors/grays that are available with the Radius Color Pivot 
display. When you select one of the Reduced settings, the area 
of the Macintosh desktop will be reduced slightly so that more 
colors/grays can be displayed. This has the effect of reducing 
the image area that is displayed on screen of the Pivot. 
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If you are using your Macintosh in a configuration where 
system memory is limited (e.g., you need to display lots of 
colors/grays and run memory-intensive applications), you 
should choose one of the Reduced settings to increase the 
available system memory. The importance of maximizing 
system memory Is explained in the following sections of this 
chapter. 


Memory Allocated for Pivot Rotation 

Soft Pivot requires a portion of Macintosh system memory to 
re-orient the screen image when the Pivot is rotated. If you are 
using your Macintosh in a configuration where system 
memory Is limited, you can set the Pivot to operate in its 
“native” orientation so that this memory remains available for 
your applications. 


The following list shows the native orientation settings for 
Radius Pivot products: 


= Monochrome Pivot - Portrait Only. This is the native 


orientation setting for the Radius monochrome (black and 
white) Pivot display. 


= Color Pivot - Portrait Only. This is the native orientation 
for the Radius Color Pivot display. 


m PrecisionColor Pivot - Landscape Only. This is the 
native orientation for the Radius PrecisionColor Pivot 
display. 


For example, if you are using a Color Pivot, you would select 
“Color Pivot - Portrait Only” from the scrolling list in the Soft 
Pivot control panel, as shown in the following diagram.

Important: If you select one of the native orientation settings, 
you will have to return to the Soft Pivot control panel and 
choose a different setting if you want to change the orientation 
of the Pivot.

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Setting Bit Depth with Soft Pivot 


The lower portion of the Soft Pivot control panel includes a 
series of buttons that enable you to set the maximum number 
of colors/grays that can be displayed. 


This feature is used to “reserve” the system memory of your 
Macintosh for the exclusive use of the display connected to the 
built-in video port of your Macintosh. 


Setting Bit Depth with Built-In Video 
Soft Pivot may be initially set to display only Black & White 
images, which reserves the /east amount of system memory. 


The following procedure describes how to set the maximum 
bit-depth that you can use with your Macintosh. In other 
words, how to set the controls so that you can access the 
maximum number of colors/grays that you want to use.

Memory Considerations for Built-in 
Video 


There are two types of memory that is used for Macintosh 
built-in video. Therefore, the type of memory that is activated 
and used by Soft Pivot depends on the type of Macintosh that 
you are using with your system: 


m System Memory. This type of memory is used only by the 
Macintosh [ci and Macintosh Isi computers. In this case, 
a part of the total Macintosh system RAM memory is re- 
served by Soft Pivot. 


=m VRAM (Video-RAM) Memory. This type of memory is 
used by all other types of Macintosh computers that feature 
built-in video. Depending on your particular type of 
Macintosh computer, you may be able to purchase ex- 
panded VRAM module(s) to increase the amount of 
memory that is available. 


Video Memory for Macintosh IIci, Ilsi 

For the Macintosh IIci and IIsi computers, the ability to 
display colors or shades of gray depends on the total RAM 
memory in your Macintosh system, and the amount of 
memory consumed by your System files. 


For example, when you use the Soft Pivot control panel to 
define the number of colors/grays that are designated for the 
display, an associated portion of system memory will be 
assigned exclusively for your display. After you have made 
this setting, you must restart your Macintosh. 
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When your Macintosh restarts, that additional portion of 
system memory (that you assigned by selecting a level of 
grays or colors) is consumed by the System files located in the 
System Folder of your startup drive. 


When the Finder appears on your screen, a new remainder of 
Macintosh system memory is available for use with your 
Macintosh applications (word processing, spreadsheets, etc.). 


Important: Because Soft Pivot uses the system memory 
installed in your Macintosh, you should be careful when 
choosing the number of colors/grays that can appear on your 
display. The greater the number of colors/grays, the less the 
amount of system memory that remains for running 
applications. 


Video Memory for Other Macintosh Computers 

For all types of Macintosh computers with built-in video 
except the Macintosh IIci and Ilsi computers, the ability to 
display colors or shades of gray depends on the total VRAM 
(Video-RAM) memory in your Macintosh system. VRAM 
memory is completely separate from the system memory used 
by your Macintosh. 


In addition, the maximum bit-depth settings of the Soft Pivot 
control panel will be unavailable. The reason for this is 
simple: the number of colors/grays that can be used with your 
Radius Pivot display are dependent upon the amount of 
VRAM installed in your Macintosh, 
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Chapter 5 


QuickDraw Acceleration 


his chapter explains how to control the QuickDraw 
acceleration feature that can be used with accelerated 
Radius interface cards. 


By using the Radius QuickColor™ control panel, you can turn 
on the QuickDraw acceleration that is built into your Radius 
interface card. 


QuickDraw acceleration feature dramatically improves the 
screen performance when your display is set to 8-bit (256), 16- 
bit (Thousands), or 24-bit (Millions) color depth. When the 
QuickDraw acceleration feature is activated, you will note 
dramatic improvement in performance when scrolling through 
word-processor and page-layout documents, or when working 
with color-graphics applications. 


Activating Acceleration 

The QuickDraw acceleration feature is activated from the 
QuickColor Control Panel. 

To activate QuickDraw acceleration:

Two radio buttons appear at the bottom of the QuickColor 
Control Panel. These buttons control whether QuickDraw 
acceleration will always be on, or always be off. When 
acceleration is turned on, QuickDraw acceleration is applied to 
the cards listed in the Radius Accelerators Present window. 


A third radio button is accessible by pressing the Option and 
Command keys simultaneously when the control panel is 
open. The use of this third button, called “When CapsLock Is 
Up” (on the keyboard), is described in the following section. 
The default setting for QuickDraw acceleration is On. 

3. Click on the button for the setting that you want. 


4. Close the QuickColor Control Panel to lock-in the setting.

Some Macintosh applications may be sensitive to the 
performance improvement afforded by QuickDraw 
acceleration (games in particular). If you suspect a problem, 
experiment by temporarily deactivating QuickDraw 
acceleration and re-starting the application. 


Using the Caps Lock Key Feature 


The Caps Lock Key feature makes it easy for you to compare 
the performance improvement of the QuickDraw acceleration. 
It gives you a quick and convenient switch. 


To use the Caps Lock Key feature, 


1. Choose Control Panels from the Apple (@) menu. The 
Control Panels window will appear.

6. Launch an application that will demonstrate the perfor- 
mance improvement of QuickDraw acceleration. A long 
document in a word-processing application is a good 
choice. 
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7. When the Caps Lock key on the keyboard is up, the 
QuickDraw acceleration is activated. Depress the Caps 
Lock key to deactivate the QuickDraw acceleration. 


Experiment with scrolling through a document, and other 
screen-intensive operations with the QuickDraw acceleration 
feature activated and deactivated. Temporarily deactivating 
QuickDraw acceleration will provide a clear indication of the 
performance increase afforded by QuickColor acceleration. 


You can return to the QuickColor Control Panel at any time 
during a work session to change the setting of the Caps Lock 
Key feature. 


The Caps Lock Key feature is best used for temporary 
demonstrations of QuickDraw acceleration. Because 
QuickDraw acceleration is deactivated whenever the Caps 
Lock key is depressed, you should not leave this feature 
activated for your normal work with the Macintosh.

Reference 


his chapter contains troubleshooting tips and 
information about Radius Customer Support and 
Service. 


General Troubleshooting 


Radius Ware features are designed to make you more productive 
when working on large, high-resolution displays. However, 
should you experience difficulties with a particular application, 
the following steps will help isolate and resolve the problem. 


1. Determine that the problem is repeatable and outline the 
steps required to duplicate it. 


tO 


Verify that you are using Macintosh System Software 
version 6.0.7 or greater. Ideally, you should be using 
System Software version 7.1 or greater. 


You can use the Finder to confirm your Macintosh 
System Software version. Choose About the Finder from 
the Apple (@) menu, and a dialog box will appear with 
System information. Consult your Radius Reseller for 
further information concerning Apple's latest releases. 


3. Verify that you are using the latest version of RadiusWare 
and have the appropriate Radius ROMs (integrated circuit 
components installed on your interface card). Click the 
About... button in the Radius control panel to list the 
versions you are using, and then write down the versions. 
Contact your Radius Authorized Reseller for information 
on the latest releases of RadiusWare and Radius ROMs. 


4. Verify that you are using the latest version of your 


application. Some incompatibilities may be resolved by 
upgrading to the most current version of the application. 
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5. Start your system from an original Macintosh System 
disk. If the problem persists, it is not caused by a conflict 
with Radius Ware. 


If the problem is resolved by restarting from the System disk, 
make a copy of the disk and install RadiusWare into the System 
Folder on the copy. This will isolate RadiusWare from any 
other system files (referred to as INITs or cdevs) you may have 
in the System Folder of your normal startup disk. Then add the 
remaining INIT/cdev files from your normal System Folder one 
by one to see if any of them conflict with Radius Ware. 


If, after repeating the above procedures, you believe a software 
conflict exists between RadiusWare and your application, 
contact Radius Customer Support to report the problem. Refer 
to the Radius Customer Support and Service section for more 
information. 


Troubleshooting for the Pivot Display 


A tew possible difficulties that you may encounter with 
RadiusWare and your Pivot display are listed here with some 
suggested remedies.

The Macintosh desktop is not reoriented when the Pivot 
display is rotated. 


1. Is RadiusWare installed in the System Folder of your 
startup disk? If not, then you must restart your computer 
every time you wish to change orientations. 


i) 


Have you installed Soft Pivot, in addition to Radius Ware, 
in your System Folder? A Pivot connected to a built-in 
video port requires Soft Pivot to operate in both 
orientations. 


3. Is the Master Switch on Page | of the Radius control 
panel set to Off? If so, turn the switch to On and restart. 


4. Is the Dynamic Desktop switch on Page 2 of the Radius 
control panel set to Off? If so, turn the switch to On. 


5. Is adialog box on your screen? Close the dialog box 
before rotating the Pivot display. 
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6. Is your current application hiding the menu bar? You 
cannot flip when the menu bar is hidden. 


While running an application, the “new” region of the 
screen is not properly re-drawn immediately after the Pivot 
display is rotated. 

m Is the application listed in the Radius control panel with 
the Big Boundaries option set to ON? If not, refer to 
Specifying Big Boundaries for information on specifying 
Big Boundaries for an application. 


After the Pivot display is rotated, the desktop icons are not 

reoriented to remain accessible in the display’s new position. 

1. Is the Finder Cleanup switch on Page 2 of the Radius 
control panel set to Off? If so, turn the switch to On.

Make Finder the current application by selecting it from 
the Apple (@) menu or cycling through applications in the 
top right-hand corner of the menu bar. After a flip, 
desktop icons are not reoriented until Finder becomes the 
active application.

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Appendix A: Color Convergence Test 


The following section explains how to conduct a convergence 
test for the display(s) connected to your Macintosh system. 


The following feature is available only for co/or displays that 
provide the ability to adjust convergence settings, such as 
some models in the PrecisionColor Display family from 
Radius. 


Convergence is a term that refers to the alignment of the Red, 
Green, and Blue beams within a color display. Optimum 
image sharpness and focus is obtained when the convergence 
is correctly adjusted; that is, when the three beams are 
precisely aligned — fall on one another. 


The Convergence Test provided by Monitors control panel 
Options button presents three test screens that serve as visual 
aides to help you adjust the convergence settings for your 
display. Various displays label the user controls differently. 
Radius labels the control V-STAT and H-STAT for vertical 
static convergence and horizontal static convergence 
respectively. 


Important: Only attempt convergence adjustment on displays 
with external user H-STAT (horizontal convergence) and V- 
STAT (vertical convergence) controls. 
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Conducting the Convergence Test 

To access the convergence test, 

1. Quit any applications that are currently running on your 
Macintosh. 


2. Choose Control Panels from the Apple menu. 


3. Double-click on the Monitors control panel icon. The

no impact on the actual convergence of the monitor. They are 


provided solely for the purpose of helping you adjust the 
controls on your display. 
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Appendix B: A/UX Compatibility 


The A/UX Operating System is Apple’s implementation of 
AT&T's UNIX System V operating system. A/UX is 
supported on the Macintosh II and Quadra families of 
computers and on the Macintosh SE/30. 


All Radius display systems are compatible with Apple A/UX. 
However, because RadiusWare and Soft Pivot do not load 
under A/UX, Pivot display systems exhibit the following 
limitations: 


|. Monochrome and Color Pivot displays connected to Pivot 
interface cards will operate in only native orientation.

A monochrome Pivot connected to a Macintosh built-in 
video port will operate in only portrait orientation. 


3. An original Color Pivot connected to a built-in video port 
requires Soft Pivot for both portrait and landscape 
operation and hence is not compatible with A/UX in this 
configuration. 


Because RadiusWare is not compatible with A/UX, you will 
not be able to take advantage of its features.
